In other words there was something good 
about those former piggeries. 

Tewksbury’s dump is restricted to a portion 
of the land that Anthony Rocco had, back in 
1942 as a piggery. According to what the 
Board of Health has been told, the trash is pil- 
ed up quite high. 


The owners seek to open another portion of i 


the Rocco land, for an extension to the dump. 
There have been objections. The new site 
would be nearer to some of the Tewksbury 
Water Department wells, something like a 
quarter of a mile away, it is said. 

People living along South Street in 
Tewksbury seek to have the zoning changed, 
where Rocco had his piggery, and where the 
Tewksbury Dump is now. The land is zoned 
for heavy industry. There is a petition on file 
in the Tewksbury Town Hall, seeking to 
change the zoning of the Rocco farm to 
general residence and farming. 

They want to get rid of the dump, one can

Changing the zoning won't do that. The 
dump has been in operation for years. The

All other persons are to be 
offered the monovalent vaccine. 

Tewksbury's Board of Health is 
at present assembling data for the 
distribution of both monovalent an 
ebivalent vaccine. There will be 
clinics, and there will be supplies 
to local physicians, at the present 
planning. 

Persons receiving the vaccines, 
other than those in the hands of a 
Physician, will be required to sign 
a Risk/Benefit form, which will be 
returned to the Tewksbury Board 
of Health.

Listed under Maybe are: 

1. A new water treatment plant - 
such as was proposed two years 
ago, on Butters Row. Some of the 
wells in the town water system 
have been shut town, because of 
the presence of manganese and 
iron ore. Wilmington experienced 
a water , this summer, for 
the lack of such a plant. A §2 
million plant was proposed to take 
care of this problem, but never 
voted. 

It would take several months to 
prepare the plans for such a plant, 
and there is no money available. 
Sterling Morris hopes that, at 
least, $200,000 may be obtained for 
preparing plans for such a water 
treatment plant. 

2. A new Town Hall - Police Sta- 
tion. A lot of planning would have 
to go into such a project, and it is 
perhaps not possible. But again, 
the Town Manager and his assis- 
tant are determined to have a try. 

They will be consulting, with the 
selectmen, the planning board, the 
Chief of Police, and others. 

A new Fire Sub-Station. This 
would cost perhaps $500,000. 
There is no site yet determined for 
such a fire station although several 
have been proposed, over the 


years. 

Holtzmeister will be consulting 
with the Fire Chief, on this sub- 
ject. 

Holtmeister insists that it be un- 
derstood that he has not set any 
priorities, in the job given to him 
by Morris.
